Children  under  school  age  are  immunized  at  the 
Welfare  Centre  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  -  other  children  in  the  schools 
by  me  . 

I  estimate  that  about  80$  of  the  children  are  now 
immunized.  Several  have  voluntarily  submitted  themselves 
for  a  Schick  Test.  All  have  been  Schick  negative.
